Upland Voters Must Select Three Out of 
Six Candidates for City Council 


Upland voters will be called upon to select three out of 
six candidates for service on their city council. Of these three 
seats, two of them are for the regular four-year term while 
the other is for two. 

Unlike two years ago, pre-election campaigns have not 
been spectacular and for all practical purposes there has 
heen no campaign at all. The Daily News-Herald in an effort 
to acquaint the electorate with all candidates has published 
individual articles and pictures of each man in the rdce, in 
each case giving each office-seeker an opportunity to express 
himself as he saw fit. In other words, the voters have a 
right to know something about the character and principles 
of the men who seek to represent them in city affairs. For, 
while many people may not realize it, the city council is a 
very important agency of municipal government, being on the 
same level locally as congress is nationally. 

With one exception, all of the candidates are well known 
to the people of Upland. Mayor Eugene G, Nisbet is a long- 
time resident and has served on the council for two full 
terms, while E. Tweed Stone, who has been on the council 
twice by appointment, has always been active in civic af- 
fairs. Harvey Siegrist, Harry Wright and William Tyler, all 
of them, too, have been in Upland long enough for people 
to have formed their opinions of them. One, however, A. B. 
Allison, is a comparative newcomer to the community and 
consequently may deserve a little additional comment. 

- Mr. Allison is making no secret of the fact that he is a

representative of his group should have a place in the city 
council. Now a union official with the United Steelworkers of 
America (CIO), Mr. Allison has long been active in labor 
circles and back in Gary, Ind., took leading part in many 
community affairs. Whether these qualifications are suffi- 
cient, in comparing them with those of the other better-known 
candidates, will be up to the voters to decide. 

It had been expected that some issue would be made in 
this election on whether selected, light indystries should be 
welcomed into the community. But this has not come to pass 
except that Mr. Siegrist, Mr. Tyler and Mr. Allison have stated 
The 
others—Mr. Nisbet. Mr. Stone and Mr. Wright—have promis- 
ed to serve their constituents to the best of their ability and 
indicated that they would deal with each problem as it 
came up. 

So, the voters have this choice before them tomorrow. 
To elect men whose capabilities they already know from 
past experience or to turn to “new faces” for their leader- 
ship. We mention these facts neither to persuade or dis- 
suade anyone from voting as he chooses but merely to 
emphasize that in every election, no matter how quiet on the 
surface, there are some underlying issues. To be sure that 
the kind of policy yau favor is continued or a new one in- 
augurated, your duty as a citizen is to vote tomorrow. Select 
your men carefully, both as to their platforms and their in- 
dividual abilities to put their platforms into effect. 

The polls will be open tomorrow morning at 7 o'clock. 
Vote early and avoid the rush. But late or early, don’t under- 
estimate this election as “pushover.” Get out and vote. 
It's the least you can do for yourself and your community.

Nebraska Election May Cast Light on 
GOP Nominee; ‘Dark Horse’ Possible 


Another election—this one a primary in Nebraska—will 
e going on tomorrow at the same time that voters ni Up- 
land and Ontario vote for their city officials, 

A total of seven presidential aspirants will be vieing 
for Nebraska's 15 GOP delegates, with all “experts” agree- 
ing that it will result in a three-cornered race between Harold 
E. Stassen, Thomas E. Dewey and Robert A. Taft, all three of 
whom have been actively campaigning in the state. The 
ether candidates are Sen. Arthur Vandenberg, Gov. Ear! 
Warren of California, Speaker of the House Joe Martin and 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 

By virtue of his overwhelming victory in Wisconsin the 
week before, Stassen’s chances are believed to have improv- 
ed, with supporters of Dewey taking a “do or die” attitude. 
They are reported to have said that unless the 1944 Repub- 
lican nominee wins in Nebraska or makes a creditable 
showing he will definitely be out of the race for the nomina- 
tion this year. 

However, the situation in Nebraska seems to be such 
.that any one of the seven candidates could come out as the 
surprise” winner, with Sen. Taft being one of the strongest 
possibilities because of his active campaigning in that state. 

But one thing. we can be sure. the results of the Nebras- 
ka primary may throw a brighter light towards Philadelphia 
next June and'we may have a lot better idea of just who 
the strong Republican candidates are going to be. As things 
look right at this moment, a “dark horse’ candidate seems 
to be more than just a vague possibility. It is often when 
you have too many “strong” candidates that an “unknown” 
becomes the compromise at a national convention and the 
eveniual president of the United States.

Lewis had asked the pensions 
at age 60, but accepted a pro- 
posal from Senator Bridges (R- 
NH) to put the figure two years 
higher. Ezra Van Horn, repre- 
senting the mine operators in ne- 
gotiations with Bridges and Lew- 
is, opposed the plam but was out- 
voted. 

With. the agreement, 
telegraphed his miners: 

“Pensions granted, agreement 
honored.” 

That was the word the strik- 

ing miners were waiting for. 
They walked out four weeks ago 
on advice from Lewis that the 
mine owners had “dishonored” an 
agreement to provide welfare 
benefits.
